The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1 , line 2, delete the phrase "receiving signals from a satellite navigation system 
and signals from a wireless communication system;" has been replaced with — receiving 
signals from a satellite navigation system and signals from a terrestrial wireless communication 
system; — 

In claim 47, line 2, delete the phrase "receiving signals at a device from a plurality of 
systems having synchronous system times" has been replaced with —receiving signals from a 
satellite navigation system having synchronous system times and signals from a terrestrial 
wireless communication system — 

In claim 61 , line 2, delete the phrase "receiving sets of position related measurements 
for a device" has been replaced with — receiving sets of position related measurements for a 
device from a satellite navigation system and signals from a terrestrial wireless communication 
system — 
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In claim 64, line 2, delete the phrase "receiving sets of position related measurements 
for a device from a plurality of systems" has been replaced with — receiving sets of position 
related measurements for a device from a satellite navigation system and signals from a 
terrestrial wireless communication system— 

In claim 71 , line 13, delete the phrase "wherein the processor generates M distance 
measurements from the signals, and" has been replaced with — wherein the processor 
generates M distance measurements from the signals, wherein the number of independent 
measurements is fewer than a minimum number of measurements for an asynchronous 
position location technique, and —

Claims 1-6, 9-30, 32-54, 57, 61-69 and 71-78, are allowed.
